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“And when the day of Pentecost was fully come they were all with one accord in one place.” Acts 2:1. “And they were all filled with the 
Holy Ghost and began to speak with other tongues as the Spirit gave them utterance.” Acts 2:4. 
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Who's Tying The Hands of God? 


Behold, the Lord’s hand is not short- 
ened, that it cannot save; neither his ear 
heavy, that it cannot hear: But your 
iniquities have separated between you and 
God, and your sins have hid his face from 
you, that he will not hear,” \sa. 59:1, 2. 


We notice in the text that the hand of 
the Lord is not shortened that He can- 
not save, neither is His ear heavy that 
He cannot hear, but sin has hid His face 
from us. Now sin means falling away or 
missing the path. God has said that holi- 
ness has become His house forever, and 
when we fail to live a holy life we are 
missing the path or falling away. 


We are going to deal with the subject 
under three headings, and see if we can’t 
discover where some are missing the path. 

First, let us deal with the sin of omis- 
sion. Matt. 23:23, “Woe unto you, 
scribes and Pharisees, hypocrites! for ye 
pay tithe of mint and anise and cummin, 
and have omitted the weightier matters 
of the law, judgment, mercy, and faith: 
these ought ye to have done, and not to 
leave the other undone.” This scripture 
will apply to many of our people today. 
They are very strict about paying tithes, 
going to church, having their outward 
appearance of godly attire, yet they fail 
to judge righteously, show forth mercy, 
and have faith. Jesus declared in His ser- 
mon on the mount, “Blessed are the 
merciful for they shall obtain mercy.” 
When we fail to be merciful to an er- 
ring brother or sister who has missed the 
path, we are guilty of the sin of omis-

sion. Too often we are too eager to ex- 
clude one from the Church to keep down 
reproach, while if we would manifest the 
true Spirit of Christ we would be more 
lenient and merciful and put forth a 
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greater effort to win him back to Christ. 
This would require faith on our part, for , 
we would have to have faith in the one 


that had erred and faith in God, for 


without faith we cannot please God. Heb. 
11:6. 


In Mark 16:15 we notice that Jesus has 
said, “Go ye into all the world, and preach 
the gospel to every creature.” Verse 16, 
“He that believeth and is baptized shall 
be saved . . .” Now I want to dwell on 
the words “go ye.” We are living in a 
day of running to and fro. The “spirit of 
go” has gripped the world as never be- 
fore. It is true that Jesus wants us to go, 
but He wants us to go with the message 
of salvation to the sinner. Brother, you 
cannot go with a message of salvation if 
you do not adjust yourself to study. In 
Luke 12:47 we have these words, “And 
that servant, which knew his lord’s will, 
and prepared not himself, neither did ac- 
cording to his will, shall be beaten with 
many stripes.” Brother, if God has called 
you to preach the gospel, He has also 
called you to study the Word and thor- 
oughly acquaint yourself with the plan 
of salvation. 


Paul says in 2 Tim. 2:15, “Study to 
shew thyself approved unto God, a work- 
man that needeth not to be ashamed, 
rightly dividing the word of truth.” I 
have been shocked beyond measure many 
times as I conversed with my brother 
minister, who was older in the Lord than 
I, when I discovered how little he really 
knew about Bible doctrine. If there ever 
was a day when we needed to prepare our- 
selves through the study of God’s Word, 


it is now. There is every doctrine imagi-

Text: “Be thou faithful unto death, 
and I will give thee a crown of life,” 
Rev. 2:10. 

We see that you need to be faithful to 
receive the crown of life. Col. 1:23, “If 
ye continue in the faith grounded and 
settled, and be not moved from the hope 
of the gospel, which we have heard, and 
which was preached to every creature 
which is under heaven; whereof I Paul am 
made a minister.”

Answer: Matt. 19:14, “But Jesus said, 
Suffer little children, and forbid them 
not, to come unto me: for of such is 
the kingdom of heaven.” Since children 
are emblematic of the citizenship of heav- 
en, it is to be believed that they will go in 
the rapture. If so, they will not be here 
to go through the great tribulation period. 


Question: If some will go in the rap- 
ture who have not received the Holy 
Ghost, why is it necessary that we should 
have the Holy Ghost? Why were the five 
foolish virgins left? Oil is surely the 
meaning of the Holy Ghost. Read Mat- 
thew, 25th chapter.—Mrs. L. B. 


Answer: Receiving the baptism with 
the Holy Ghost does not make one any 
purer. Sanctification is the purifying 
process. The baptism with the Holy 
Ghost is the Comforter which Jesus prom- 
ised to those who did believe. The parable 
of the wise and foolish virgins, as given 
in Matt. 25, is given to represent the 
Jewish kingdom and the Gentile Church. 
In many instances in the Old Testament, 
Israel is referred to as a virgin and as His 
virgin. In 2 Kings 19:21 and Isa. 37:22 
the virgin daughter of Zion is mentioned. 
In Jer. 13:18 the virgin of Israel; in Jer. 
31:4, virgin of Israel. In Jer. 46:11 Israel 
is referred to as the virgin daughter, and 
in many other places as virgin daughter 
of Zion and virgin of Israel the kingdom 
order is mentioned. Then in the New Tes- 
tament, Paul in 2 Cor. 11:2 says, “That 
I may present you as a chaste virgin,” in 
speaking of the Church. So since both the 
Jewish order and the Gentile order, or the 
kingdom and the Church are referred to 
as virgins, the parable of the wise and 
foolish virgins merely shows that the 
Jews will go to sleep and not accept the 
Christ and the Gentile bride will accept 
Him and will have their lights burning 
so will go in the rapture and the Jews 
will be left to go through the tribulation. 
The text around which the whole narra- 
tive revolves is found in verse 44, ““There- 
fore be ye also ready for in such an hour 
as ye think not the Son of man cometh.” 
Oil in the vessel is merely typical of be- 
ing ready and having the light shining. 

Question: Psa. 87:4-6. I would like to 
get the understanding fully of the births, 
and who this man is.--L. D. M. B. (Note:

4,816 United With The Church of God In Old Mexico 


Church of God Mission Coens, 
Returns 

In the January 20 issue of the Evangel 
we ran, on the Foreign Mission Page, a 
picture of the headquarters building of 
the Christian National Church of the 
Assemblies of God with headquarters in 
Mexico City, and also a picture of their 
overseer, Rev. David G. Ruesga. The 
congress or national assembly of this or- 
ganization convened January 22 and the 
General Overseer, Rev. J. H. Walker, and 
the Mission Board, with the exception of 
Rev. Zeno C. Tharp, were all present at 
the congress. They have recently returned 
with glowing reports of a very successful 
trip. According to information given by 
the General Overseer, there were approxi- 
mately fifteen hundred in attendance, the 
majority of which seemed to be greatly 
devoted to their cause. 

On January 25 a union was effected in 
which the Christian National Church of 
the Assemblies of God united with the 
Church of God. It was, according to those 
present, a wonderful occasion and will 
long be remembered by the Board. Ap- 
proximately eighty-three churches and 
missions, a membership of about five 
thousand, and approximately sixty-eight 


- ministers are affected by this union. The 


convention used the ballot system to find 
out whether or not it was the desire of the 
National Church to become united with 
the Church of God and after all ballots 
were counted it was found that there was 
not a negative one cast, that the entire as- 
sembly voted unanimously to come into 
the Church of God. Rev. David G. 
Ruesga, General Superintendent of the 
organization, is a very fine man, well cul- 
tured, and a forceful leader, according to 
information given to us. 

Rev. E, E. Winters, pastor of the 
Church of God in East Chattanooga, was 
asked what he thought of the prospects 
in Mexico and of the group that had 
just united with the Church of God. He 
said, “The trip was a wonderful success. 
The people who have just united with us 
are a wonderful people, and I think it is 
one of the greatest unions in mission work 
that we have effected in a long time. I 
am greatly delighted with the prospects.” 
Rev. E. W. Williams, overseer of North 
Carolina and also a member of the Mis- 
sion Board, when asked what he thought 
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about his trip to Mexico and the work 
that the Board had accomplished, said, 
“I think that we certainly have something 
worth while in Mexico.” Brother Wil- 
liams is usually very conservative in his 
estimation and his remarks, and when his 
enthusiasm is aroused it is usually quite 
well founded. Brothers Clark and Cross 
also gave good reports. We asked the Gen- 
eral Overseer, J. H. Walker, just what 


promising. Brother Ruesga is a fine man 
and well prepared as a leader.”

GOOD-BYE TO DEMOCRACY OR 
GOVERNMENT OF THE PEOPLE, 
BY THE PEOPLE AND FOR THE 
PEOPLE. It has to come. 


There is greater danger of war today 
with Japan than many of our people seem 
to realize. After 25 years of practical co- 
operation under the American-Japanese 
treaty, that friendly commercial inter- 
course has ceased. After Japan had bru- 
tally attacked China, America gave Japan 
6 months warning and on January 26th 
the treaty came to an end. It is estimated 
that America purchases 50% of Japan’s 
exports. America also ships many goods 
to Japan, Some writers have argued that 
Japan could no longer wage war on China 
should America cease to do business with 
her. Japan is already strained to the very 
limit. Her newspapers are talking bitter- 
ly against America. The outeome is pre- 
carious. This one thing we know: GOD 
HOLDS THE FUTURE IN HIS 
HANDS. 


The Associated Press tells us under a 
Hollywood date line that Clark Gable, 
noted actor, has signed a contract with 
a movie-producing company for $4,000.- 
00 per week for seven years. That means 
$571.42 per day. Breaking it down 
furthér it means $23.80 per hour, 24 
hours per day. It means $208,000.00 per 
year. In seven years it will amount to 
$1,456,000.00. It will take a large group 
of Church of God preachers to earn that 
sum per year. Can he earn it? Can any 
man be worth that much to his com- 
munity or his industry? If the Church 
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of God had that sum weekly to apply 
to our mission fund we could go places 
and soon every nation under heaven could 
hear the “Gospel of the Kingdom.” The 
people must be amused. They must be 
able to live in a land of make-believe. 
Leading psychologists tell us that with- 
out the movies and theatres millions of 
our people would go crazy from facing 
the realities of a sordid life. God help us 
to let them know that there is “ABUN- 
DANCE OF PEACE” in knowing God. 
However, “LOVERS OF PLEASURE 
MORE THAN LOVERS OF GOD.” 

A leading American made this state- 
ment this week: ‘America is at the morn- 
ing of its destiny.” Quite true. What is 
that destiny? What is America doing 
with God and His plan of eternal salva- 
tion? Upon the answer depends the de- 
stiny of America. 

A dispatch from Berlin, Germany, 
dated Jan. 25th tells the world that now 
Germany is turning out submarines at 
the rate of one a day. A most remarkable 
thing. At that rate it will be virtually 
impossible to clear the seas of these in- 
visible dealers of death. John saw it in 
its fulness. We see the shadow of it. 
“And there went out another horse that 
was red: and ‘power was given to him 
that sat thereon to take peace from the 
earth, and that they should kill one an- 
other: and there was given unto him a 
great sword.” Rev. 6:4. 


The following excerpts from an edi- 
torial appearing in the Charlotte Ob- 
server of Jan. 22 are passed on: “It’s 
a serious problem when any considerable 
proportion of able-bodied workers in any 
of the age brackets of our population per- 
sistently are kept out of gainful occupa- 
tion. It is particularly menacing, we 
think, to democracy as well as challenging 
to our American social order when such 
a large number of the younger people of 
this country are in that shape. On the 
basis of estimates that there are at least 
4,000,000 young men and women be- 
tween the ages of 16 and 24 who are out 
of school, seeking work and unable to 
find private employment, the American 
Youth Commission recently recommended 
that the government undertake to provide 


work for all out of school youth who 
want jobs and cannot find them in in- 
OO 60 5's Altogether, about 2,- 
500,000 young men between the ages of 
17 and 23 have served in the CCC dur- 
ing the last seven years. The cost to the 
government has been about $1,000 each 
a year, of which about $260.00 is sent 
home to dependent families.” Of course, 
our young people are taught they must 
acquire an education, finish their aca- 
demic courses to land upon a world that 
has no use for them and no place for 
their services. Of such things are Com- 
munists made. Yet, it can’t be helped. It 
had to come. It is another leaf on God’s 
Fig Tree. Read Zec. 8:10. 

The following is culled from the 
READER’S DIGEST: In the past five 
years close to 200,000 refugees from the 
drought areas of the prairie states have 
migrated to the Pacific Northwest. . . . 
The Northwest Regional Planning Com- 
mission’s surveys indicate that more than 
38,000 families have moved into Wash- 
ington, Oregon and Idaho in 5 years. The 
perfectly natural explanation is that their 
farms “blew away” and they had to move.

A Paradox

that has been set up and made ready for 
printing goes to the press. The press in 
the picture is a large magazine press and 
is the largest one in the Publishing House. 
This press prints the Church of God 
Evangel at one operation, the Lighted 
Pathway, Sunday School quarterlies, and 
all of our song books, so it means that 
it is whining away not only through 
most of the day but many hours of the 
night, making multiplied thousands of 
print every day in the year, to be sent 
‘out over the country. It is not only the 
largest press in the building but is the 
largest piece of machinery we have in the 
Publishing House, weighing approximate- 
ly eighteen tons. Beside this press, not 
shown in the picture, is another large 
press which weighs twelve tons. It is used 
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THE PRESSMEN 


to print the state papers, The Fellowship 
News for Bob Jones College, Sunrise Cru- 
sader for Rev. Hobart D. Goolsby, and 


Sunday School cards. Occasionally job 
printing such as advertising matter is al- 
so run on it. 

The man in the picture who is feeding 
the large press is Dwight L. Daniel. He 
came to Cleveland to attend the Bible 
School in 1927 and while here married 
one of the proofreaders, Miss Vianna Free. 
In 1928 Brother Daniel went to work in 
the Church of God Publishing House and 
has been with it ever since. He has been a 
member of the Church of God and has 
had. the baptism with the.Holy Ghost ever 
since he was a boy, having received the 
experience in Kentucky where he was 


born and reared. For several years he has 
been a pressman. 

The other man who stands at the foot 
of the press is Joe R. Little whose affili- 
ation with the Publishing House was ex- 
plained in last week’s Evangel, in the pic- 
ture showing the compositor’s table. 

It is indeed very interesting to watch 
these large presses as they run hour after 
hour converting the material that comes 
into the office in letters into magazines 
for the public, and the only way to fully 
appreciate them is to have the opportunity 
of watching them in operation. Your 
young people’s monthly magazine, The 
Lighted Pathway, song books and Sun- 
day School literature are all printed on 
English finish book paper. The Church of 
God Evangel and state papers are, at the

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Who's Tying the Hands of God?

nable in the world today to go against, 
and if you don’t give much time to study 
and meditation of God’s Word, you will 
not be able to accomplish for God the 
thing’ God desires you to accomplish. So 
if you are one of the ministers who had 
rather go than to study, as Paul has said, 
“Study to shew thyself approved unto 
God,” you will not be able to prepare 
yourself for the work whereunto He has 
called you. And the scripture says he 
“shall be beaten with many stripes.” If 
you are guilty of this sin, why not repent 
and confess to God that you are guilty 
of the sin of omission. 

We ministers like to tell the sinners 
what Jesus says for them to do in order 
to enter into the kingdom of God, but, 
my brother, did you ever realize that 
there is something else important for you 
and me to do to get the sinner into the 
kingdom of God besides preach the gos- 
pel? The same Christ that said preach the 
gospel said baptize them. Now I know 
that all of us ministers believe in water 
baptism for the converts after they have 
repented, but, the question is, When do 
you do it? I have known of revival cam- 
paigns and souls getting to God, but the 
baptismal service would be some weeks 
later. In Acts 2:38 we read, “Repent, and 
be baptized every-one of you in the name 
of Jesus Christ for the remission of sins, 
and ye shall receive the gift of the Holy 
Ghost.” And again we notice in Acts 
8:35-39 that Philip preached Christ to 
the eunuch and he consummated the ex- 
perience of the eunuch’s salvation with 
water baptism, and Philip went on his 
way. Also in Acts 10:34-48, Peter’s ser- 
mon to Cornelius’ house was salvation 
through faith. He also consummated his 
converts’ salvation with water baptism, 
for verse 48 says he commanded them to 
be baptized. My brother minister, you 
may be faithful in preaching the gospel, 
sacrificing, denying yourself, also suf- 
fering, but if you are failing to lead your 
converted souls down into the watery 
grave immediately after conversion, you 
are guilty of committing the sin of omis- 
sion, and are depriving the newborn soul 
of a blessing from God that he never will 
receive any other way. Note, he that be- 
lieveth and is baptized shall be saved. 


Space will not permit me to write on 
the sin of omission what I would like to 
write, so I will stop here on this and pass 
on to the thought of secret sins. 


In Luke 12:2 we read, ‘For there is 
nothing covered that shall not be revealed, 
neither hid that shall not be known.” 
Cain, the first murderer, who rose up 
against his brother and killed him secret- 
ly, probably never realized that God 
would bring it to light, that whereso- 
ever the Bible would be read his sin 
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would be made known. Now God said 
to Cain, ‘““What hast thou done?” Gen. 
4:10b. 

I wonder as I am writing this little ser- 
mon, if God has not been asking some 
of you, “What hast thou done?” I am 
sure that if you are guilty of sowing 
discord, creating strife or contention, 
making it unpleasant for the man of God 
by refusing to cooperate or labor together 
for the interest of souls, to bring them in- 
to the kingdom, that God’s Spirit is ask- 
ing you, “What hast thou done?” 

I’m sure that Cain never realized the 
sin he secretly committed would cause 
him to later cry out and say, “My pun- 
ishment is greater than I can bear.” 
Brother, you may get by for a while com- 
mitting sins secretly, and your actions 
may tie the hands of God in the church 
for a time, but God will bring you to 
light and cause your sins to be made man- 
ifest, that the church may see who it is 
that has been tying the hands of God. 
Brother, you may not kill the physical 
body of your brother-as Cain did, but if 
you are secretly harboring malice and 
jealousy and hatred in your heart and go- 
ing around trying to kill your brother’s 
influence with your tongue, you are 
guilty of tying the hands of God. God 
help us to be careful. 

God is keeping a record of all of us. He 
will not allow any soul to sin against 
Him and not be brought to time. He 
brought Achan to time for his secret sin. 
Joshua 7:20. He brought David to time 
for his secret sin. We are told that be- 
cause of David’s secret sin with Bathshe- 
ba he didn’t write a psalm for~three 
years. Also that his son Absalom tried to 
take his throne, and that Ammon, his 
eldest son, dishonored his half sister by 
criminally attacking her. 2 Sam. 13:1- 
29. Absalom also killed his brother Am- 
mon. The illegitimate child that Bath- 
sheba bore him died. Oh, my brother, 
what a price to pay for sin! This all 
came upon David because he secretly 
committed the sin of adultery and broke 
the seventh commandment. God is no re- 
specter of persons. He will bring to time 
him that is guilty of committing sins and 
leaving them unconfessed. He said to Saul, 
the king of Israel, “Because thou hast 
rejected the word of the Lord, the Lord 
hath rejected thee . . .” 1 Sam. 15:21. 

Next, let us notice the sin that is 
called presumptuous sin. This sin is a sin 
that is boldly committed’ against light 
and conviction on God’s Word. No doubt 
some of you now who are reading this 
article are committing some sins you 
know God is displeased with. Some of 
you good Church of God sisters know 
that it is wrong to dress the way you 
do, you know you are disobeying the 
Bible, also the Church rules that are laid 
down in the Minutes. The Lord would 
like to save your loved ones and your 





friends, but you are tying the hands of 
God that He cannot save, and closing 
His ear that He will not hear. There are 
some of you brothers who know that it 
is right to pay God the tithe of your 
earnings, yet you refuse to do so. There 
is also the mission cause to be supported, 
the aged ministry, and the orphans and 
many other things you are neglecting to 
do your duty by. This is a presumptuous 
sin against the Word of God. 

Jesus has said, “If ye love me, keep my 
commandments.” John 13:14. And His 
commandments are not grievous. 1 John 
§:3c. If we love the Lord we love to do 
what His Word teaches us to do, and in 
doing so we keep the hand of the Lord 
free, so that He can save. ‘Nevertheless 
the foundation of God stantleth sure, 
having this seal, The Lord knoweth them 
that are his. And, Let everyone that nam- 
eth the name of Christ depart from 
iniquity. But in a great house there are 
not only vessels of gold and of silver, but 
also of wood and of earth; some to hon- 
or, and some to dishonor. If a man there- 
fore purge himself from these, he shall be 
a vessel unto honor, sanctified, and meet 
for the Master’s use, and prepared unto 
every good work.” 2 Tim. 2:19-21. We 
notice in these verses that there are two 
kinds of vessels or people, honorable and 
dishonorable, sanctified and unsanctified, 
prepared and unprepared. What kind of a 
vessel are you, my reader? I trust that you 
are a vessel that is ready and meet for the 
Master’s use and prepared unto every 
good work. If you are not, you are ty- 
ing the hands of God that He cannot 
save and closing His ear that He cannot 
hear. Amen.

It may be applied to 
or typical of our spiritual birth being 
greater than any earthly citizenship.
